cu lar u nder the captio n o f “ Rally to 
the Co lo r. ” 
In it he calls attentio n 
o t the fact that Ju ne 14th w ill be the 
127 anniv ersary o f the birth o f “ Old 
Glo ry ” —the United States Hag , and 
u rg es that 
steps be taken fo r the 
pro per celebratio n o f the ev ent. 
W ithin the past ten y ears tlie sev eral 
States o f the Unio n hav e enacted laws 
pro v iding fo r the display o f the flag 
o v er the scho o l ho u ses o f all districts 
where patrio tism reig ns, and where, 
u nder its pro tecting fo lds, millio ns o f 
children, who are destined to g o v ern 
this co u ntry o f o u rs in the nex t dec­ 
ade o r two , are no w’ receiv ing their 
edu catio n o f lo y alty and patrio tism. 
“ It w’as co nceiv ed thro u g h the wed- 
lo ck o f S tates; bo rn in the trav ail o f 
w ar; no u rished in the cradle o f liber­ 
ty , and g athering streng th thro u g h 
the y ears o f a centu ry o r mo re, has 
reached the splendid statu re o f its 
prime that measu res fav o rably with 
any fig u re in the g ro u p o f natio ns. 
“ There is, perhaps, no inanimate 
o bject o n the face o f the g lo be, with 
mo re ex pressiv e life, than the flag o f

“ The defense o f the flag was the 
so ldier’s missio n o f the Civ il w ar; the 
preserv atio n o f it is the missio n o f 
ev ery American citizen liv ing u nder

it,”

A fewT y ears ag o 4,6 00,000 
bro nze ten-cent pieces 
were

Three m illio n o f them are still 
o u tstanding . 
Twenty millio n three- 
cent silv er pieces are scattered o v er the 
United States, bu t it is v ery rarely 
that o ne is seen. 
Of 8 00,000 half-cent 
pieces, which co rrespo nd in v alu e to 
Eng lish farthing s, no t o ne has been 
retu rned to the g o v ernment fo r co in­ 
ag e o r is held by the treasu ry . 
Co n­ 
g ress appro priates abo u t $100,000 y ear­ 
ly fo r reco ining the silv er co ins no wr 
in po ssessio n o f the Treasu ry . 
These 
are mo stly half do llars, and are no t 
circu lated becau se there is no demand 
fo r them. 
No t lo ng ag o the sto ck o f 
them amo u nted to $6 ,000,000, bu t it is 
o nly abo u t half that no w*. 
The mo ney 
set aside fo r reco ining is no t intended 
to pay fo r the co st o f m inting , bu t it 
is requ ired to reimbu rse the Treasu ry 
o f the U nited States o n acco u nt o f the 
lo ss which silv er pieces hav e su ffered 
by abrasio n. 
The lo ss amo u nts to $20 
o n ev ery $1000, and it has to be made 
g o o d in o rder to set the Treasu ry ac­ 
co u nts rig ht.

Jo ined the mo v ement to repu lse the 
enemy . 


To kio , Ju ne 2.—General Ku ro ki has 
co mpletely defeated General Ku ro pat­ 
kin’s fo rces near Giamatsl. 
All the 
Ru ssian po sitio ns east o f Hal Cheng 
hav e been abando ned, acco rding to the 
repo rt receiv ed here, and sev eral g u ns 
bav e been taken and who le squ adro ns 
o f Co ssacks captu red. 


Lo ndo n, Ju ne 2.—No co nfirmatio n 
has y et been receiv ed o f the repo rted 
heav y fig hting near Po rt Arthu r o r 
with Ku ro patkin'8 army , altho u g h the 
latter *s no t reg arded as impro bable.

Senator Fa irbanks Attracts Attention 


in Delegate Meeting. 
Indianapolis, June 2.—The central 
figure of the meeting of the delegates 
here today was Senator Fairbanks, as 
a m atter of course, on account of the 
continued talk of him for vice presi­ 
dent and the report that some of the 
delegates were bent on forcing him to 
•ay whether or not he will accept the 
nomination. The senator was as suave 
and dignified as ever and apparently 
not the least worried by the talk that 
he was to be “smoked out.” 
Newspa­ 
per men who have tried to “smoke 
out” the senator on various questions 
on which he did not care to express 
an opinion wrere amused at the pre­ 
dictions that the senator would be 
forced to say something to commit 
himself. 
They realized that he can 
keep still when he makes up his mind 
to. 
However, it was said that no ef­ 
fort was made to force him into an em­ 
barrassing position. 
There was no 
doubt a desire to learn what he expects 
to do, but he is held in such high re­ 
gard that the delegates seem to feel 
that he has a right to speak when and 
how he pleases. 


Tha delegates to the Republican na­ 
tional convention had an opportunity 
today to get a good line on Congress­ 
man “Jim ” Hemenway of Boonville, 
who is said to be the choice of Senator 
Fairbanks’ political lieutenants for the 
senate in case the senator is elected 
vice president. 
Mr. Hemenway was 
here all day, and while his name has 
become a household word among In­ 
diana party leaders, yet not a great 
many know him personally, as he has 
not been a frequent visitor here. 
His 
own district is in the southwest corner 
of the state, alm ost entirely away, it 
Beems, from the “madding throng” of 
politics in this section, w*hich is the 
center of the stage. 
Mr. Hemenway 
repeated the statem ent he made when 
he arrived here Monday, that he would 
decide whether or not he would be a 
candidate when he knew for certain 
that there would be a vacvicy, but 
nearly everyone here feels that he is 
as much a candidate as Governor Dur­ 
bin or Congressman C. B. Landis, who 
are now regarded as active workers for 
the place. 
It is said that Mr. Hem en­ 
way has been in conference here with 
the local party leaders for the purpose 
of getting a slice of the M arica county 
delegation. 


The Indiana delegates to the Repub­ 
lican national convention at Chicago 
met here at 2 this afternoon at the 
headquarters of the state committee 
in the English hotel. About half of the 
mem bers of the delegation were pres­ 
ent. 
Governor Durbin was not on 
hand, as he was in 8 t. Louis attending 
the dedication of the Indiana building. 
National Committeeman New expected 
to be present, but he was in Chicago 
helping arrange for the big conven­ 
tion. Senator Fairbanks, Senator Bev­ 
eridge and Chairman Goodrich, dele- 
gates-at-large, were present. 
The a r­ 
rangem ents for the headquarters at 
Chicago were completed and the as­ 
sessm ent for expenses made. It is un­ 
derstood that each delegate will be 
assessed $ 100 as his share and each 
alternate $ 10. 
The headquarters will 
be in the Auditorium Annex and the 
delegation 
will 
have 
thirty 
rooms. 
Thare was talk of arranging for a spe­ 
cial train from here to Chicago, but 
the m atter was not settled. 


The Hon. J. Frank Hanly of Lafay­ 
ette was one of the visitors here t o 
day. 
The nominee of the Republicans 
for governor, he naturally attracts 
more than passing attention, but it 
may be said for him that he is one 
of the modest coterie who comes and 
goes here so quietly that very frequent­ 
ly he escapes the vigilant newspaper 
men who are constantly on the lookout 
for political gossip. 
Mr. Hanly has 
been very busy since he received his 
nomination. 
He wants to have the 
decks clear so that he may enter the 
campaign free from the worry of pri­ 
vate business. 
However, he is not be­ 
ing permitted to have his time for his 
own affairs, for he has been called on 
to deliver a num ber of addresses dur­ 
ing the last few weeks. 
He made one 
last night before the Indiana grain 
dealers and millers.

Bulldozing Methods Score a Triu mp h 


fo r the Reorganizers' Candidate. 


The political history of Indiana af­ 
fords no parallel for the high-handed, 
dishonest and unrepublican methods 
adopted at the recent Indiana Demo­ 
cratic state convention. 
They were 
employed by a coterie of politicians 
who had entered into contract with 
New York parties to deliver this state 
to the Hill-Parker-Belmont combine, 
and were determined to deliver the 
goods regardless of the proprieties or 
even the decencies of politics. 
A great deal has been said about the 
liberal use of money by the H earst 
contingent in Indiana, and doubtless it 
was well supplied. 
It required no de­ 
tective work to determine, however, 
that the reorganizers were even better 
equipped with funds. 
W here this 
money came from may be imagined 
by those who know the relation of the 
P arker candidacy to certain interests 
which are dissatisfied with the m erger 
decision and the general attitude of 
President Roosevelt's adm inistration 
toward such combinations of capital as 
are illegal and oppressive, and desire 
as president a man that they can use. 
The caucuses preliminary to the con­ 
vention of May U th were character­ 
ized by the wildest disorder, precipi­ 
tated by the bulldozing tactics of the 
Democratic machine, which, though in 
alliance with David B. Hill, was un­ 
mindful of his maxim: 
“T here’s no 
sense in cheating when there’s no use 
of it.” 
The action of the state com­ 
m ittee in calling a snap state conven­ 
tion, separate from the convention for 
the nomination of a state ticket, the 
sudden and secret caucus of the Sev­ 
enth district delegates a month ago, 
the use of such methods as the Tag­ 
gart machine is capable of adopting, 
culm inating in personal assaults and 
the burning of ballots in Allen county 
and the creation of contesting delega­ 
tions in several communities where 
the Parkerites were outvoted, the pre­ 
liminary plans for organization adopt­ 
ed by the state committee—all this 
made certain the trium ph of the re­ 
organizers, but, not content with all 
this, they proceeded to use their em­ 
bezzled power for the purpose of need­ 
lessly hum iliating that element in the 
Indiana Democracy which is foolish 
enough to believe that the Democratic 
party ought to represent something 
more than the hunger of a politic* 
machine 
for 
a 
plethoric 
campaign 
fund and for the spoils of office. 
During the Indianapolis convention 
there was not a moment when the 
Bryan elem ent of the party stood the 
slightest show of exercising any influ­ 
ence upon the business of the meeting. 
The 
galleries 
were 
system atically 
packed with Parker partisans. 
The 
tickets were distributed through the 
P arker 
organization. 
H earst men 


were denied tickets to the hall, despite 
the fact that there were scores of emp­ 
ty seats, and a Parker badge was a 
sufficient “opeu sesam e” to doorkeep­ 
ers. The proceedings of the convention 
were one continuous shriek from start 
to finish, the machine doing its work 
relentlessly. 
The character of the 
proceedings may be judged from the 
statem ent of Henry Colerick, a prom­ 
inent Allen county anti-Taggart leader, 
on the floor of the convention, that 
three hundred H earst delegates had 
been robbed of their right to sii in the 
convention by the state committee, by 
the refusal of Senator Kopelke of 
Lake county, former Democratic can­ 
didate for State Treasurer, to serve as 
a vice president of the convention be­ 
cause of the outrageous tactics adopt­ 
ed, although he came to the conven­ 
tion as a Parker man, and the repeated 
refusal of the chair to perm it chal­ 
lenging of the votes of counties by 
Individual delegates, without regard to 
w hether or not the vote had been cor­ 
rectly cast. 
Those of the speakers 
who protested against instructions for 
Parker were greeted with cat-calls, 
howls of derision and every variety of 
insult known to the hoodlum hanger-on 
of the Marlon county Democratic ma- 
ohine. 
The doors of the Republican party 
are open to Democrats who fail to see 
in this sort of thing “a return to the 
Democracy of Hendricks, 
McDonald 
and Voorhees,” as it is described by the 
Indianapolis organs of the reorgani­ 
zers, the Sentinel and the News, whose 
expurgated accounts of the convention 
give no suggestion of the despotic 
character of the proceedings. 
The 
fair-minded observer will see in It only 
a return to the practice» of Simeon 
Coy, and honest Democrats will resent 
at the polls the intrusion of such m eth­ 
ods into the politics of the state of 
Indiana.

tore, and that they were entitled to o ‘ 
credit for paying the state debt % e- 
cause the state is now collecting ts i 
revenues under a law enacted by a 
Democratic legislature! 
Mr. Sm th 
also gave forth the inference that the 
state debt had been diminished only 
to the extent of the revenues derived 
from the debt sinking fund, an oft- 
repeated assertion entirely at variance 
with the facts. 
Mr. Smith, who as 
attorney general derived from his of­ 
fice an income fully four times as 
great as that paid by the state to eith­ 
er of his Republican successors, and 
who naturally feels an interest in the 
tax-paying public, also alleged that the 
Republicans had “increased the tax 
rate.” 
Now as to the facts: 
The 
Democratic legislature of 1891 imposed 
the highest tax the state has paid since 
1887, being a total of 35 cents on each 
$ 100 and $1.00 for each poll for the 
state. 
In 1893 a Democratic legisla­ 
ture imposed a levy for that year of 
3 4 ^ cents on the $ 1.00, and for 1894 
a levy of 33 2-3 cents on the $ 100. 
In 
1895 a Republican legislature reduced 
the levy to 30 1-6 cents on the $ 100 for 
that year and made a further reduction 
for 1896 to 29 2-3 cents. 
The 1896 rat* 
continued until 1903, when a Republi­ 
can legislature increased the rate to 
30% cents on the $ 100, and which in­ 
crease also applies to 1904 taxes. This 
increase was added for the benefit of 
the state's educational institutions, the 
University at Bloomington, Purdue at 
Lafayette a jd the State Normal at 
Terre Haute, and was made necessary 
by the large increase of attendance at 
these institutions and to provide addi­ 
tional accommodations there. The tax 
rate is 12}* P« r cent lower than during 
the period whep Mr Greene Smith and 
his colleagues were In control of state 
affairs, and yet the gentleman tells 
the Democratic state convention that 
the Republicans have “raised the tax 
rate” !

unanimous in declaring the plan im­ 
practicable, owing to the absence of 
many delegates, but it was decided to 
get the gubernatorial candidates to­ 
gether and see if a scheme for ending 
the deadlock could not be agreed on. 
Accidentally all of the candidates, by 
invitation, met with the committee in 
the afternoon. 
Meanwhile the Yates 
and Deneen advisory committees had 
separately decided against the secret 
ballot. 
All oí the candidates except 
Yates and Deneen said they were will­ 
ing to abide by any action the commit­ 
tee might take. 
J udge Hamlin made 
the suggestion that the candidates re­ 
lease their instructed delegates. 
Gov­ 
ernor Yates said that only the con­ 
stituents of the delegates, the men who 
had instructed them, could grant a re­ 
lease and he questioned the power of 
the committee to take any action in 
that direction. 
Mr. Deneen said his deleg ates had 
been selected under the primary law 
aud that he was not in a position to 
release them. 
The committee was 
divided in sentiment, but it was finally 
agreed that Graem Stewart of Chicago 
should draft a resolution requesting 
the candidates to release their dele­ 
g ates from further obligations, and 
that this resolution should be present­ 
ed to the convention and referred to 
give the committee authority to act on 
the proposition. 
When the resolution 
got to the committee from the conven­ 
tion it was referred to a subcommittee. 
The secret ballot resolution upon be­ 
ing reported adversely, was tabled by 
the convention. 
The resolution to re­ 
fer the guberantorial contest to a pri­ 
mary election of the Republican voters 
of the state was introduced by a Yates 
leader at the opening of the afternoon 
session of the convention. The resolu­ 
tion provided that the primaries be 
held on a day to be fixed by the state 
central committee and that the e x­ 
pense thereof be borne equally by the 
candidates. 
A motion to table was 
made, and on roll call the motion to 
table was carried—yeas. 1,095; nays, 
407.
